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Summary 

The  1964-65  world  cocoa  bean  crop  is  forecast  at  1,269,500  metric  tons,  3 
percent  above  the  record  1963-64  harvest.     Large  crops  are  again  expected 
in  West  Africa,  and  production  in  Latin  America  and  in  Asia  and  Oceania  is 
forecast  above  that  of  last  year.    The  Cocoa  Producers  Alliance  has  made 
the  first  attempt  to  regulate  the  cocoa  market  on  an  international  basis 
through  a  Producers  International  Cocoa  Agreement,  which  became  effective 
with  the  1964-65  crop  year. 

The  Food  and  Agricultural  Organization  (F.A.O.)  Statistical  Committee  of 
the  Cocoa  Study  Group  forecasts  1965  world  grindings  of  cocoa  beans  at 
1,208,000  tons,  39; 000  tons  above  the  previous  year.    A  large  portion  of 
the  increase  is  attributed  to  Ghana,  where  new  processing  plants  are 
expected  to  begin  operations  in  1965*    Grindings  in  the  European  Economic 
Community  (EEC)  are  expected  to  remain  unchanged  from  1964,  and  an  in- 
crease of  about  5,000  tons  for  both  the  United  States  and  the  USSR  is 
forecast  by  the  Committee. 


Exports  of  cocoa  beans  in  1963  amounted  to  1,035*000  tons,  valued  at 
slightly  over  $500  million  and  cocoa  product  exports  from  producing 
countries  were  valued  near  $40  million.    New  York  spot  prices  for  "Accra" 
cocoa  beans  during  January- October  1964  averaged  23-3  cents  per  pound, 
about  2  cents  per  pound  under  the  10-month  1963  average.

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North  America:    The  North  American  crop  is  forecast  at  92,300  tons,  up 

more  than  5>000  tons  over  the  previous  season.    The  1963-64 
outturn  was  reduced  because  of  smaller  crops  in  Mexico  and  in  Trinidad 
and  Tobago. 

The  Costa  Rican  crop  is  expected  to  approximate  that  of  last  season.  The 
Atlantic  Cocoa  Growers  Cooperative  is  encouraging  the  use  of  "tray"  fermen- 
tation and  has  built  several  artificial  drying  facilities  in  efforts  to 
improve  quality.    Exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  1963  amounted  to  only 
9,^71  tons,  21  percent  below  the  previous  year. 

No  change  in  production  is  anticipated  for  the  Dominican  Republic  this 
season.    Although  the  Republic  is  relatively  free  of  the  major  diseases 
of  cocoa,  little  interest  is  being  shown  by  producers  in  making  new 
plantings.    Exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  1963--all  to  the  United  States- 
totaled  23,778  tons,  an  increase  of  5A57  tons  over  1962  shipments. 
January- April  1964  shipments  amounted  to  4,l82  tons,  compared  with  7,800 
tons  during  the  similar  1963  period. 

Production  in  Haiti  is  expected  to  show  further  increases  this  season. 
New  plantings  coming  into  bearing  increased  1963-64  output  to  2,500  tons, 
up  400  tons  over  the  previous  season.    New  trees  coming  into  production 
are  also  boosting  output  in  Grenada .    The  1964- 65  crop  is  expected  to  be 
over  7  percent  higher  than  the  previous  year's  outturn  of  2,700  tons. 

Production  in  Jamaica  is  forecast  at  2,500  tons,  compared  with  the  small 
1963-64  crop  of  1,600  tons  which  was  reduced  by  heavy  rains.  Through 
the  Cocoa  Expansion  Scheme,  4,330  acres  of  cocoa  were  planted  during  the 
1962-63  season,  bringing  the  total  acreage  planted  since  1957  to  18,700 
acres. 

Mexican  production  is  forecast  at  24,000  tons.    Heavy  rainfall  and  flood- 
ing, together  with  low  winter  temperatures  created  ideal  conditions  for 
pod- rot  development,  reducing  the  1963-64  crop  to  21,000  tons,  19  percent 
below  the  previous  season's  record  outturn.    Domestic  consumption  of 
cocoa  in  Mexico  has  been  increasing  and  is  now  estimated  to  be  over  12,000 
tons  annually.    Exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  the  first  7  months  of  1964 
amounted  to  only  3>257  tons,  down  sharply  from  January- July  1963  exports 
of  14,359  tons.    Nearly  all  of  Mexico's  cocoa  bean  exports  go  to  the 
United  States. 

A  slight  increase  is  expected  for  Trinidad  and  Tobago  this  season.  Hurri- 
cane damage  last  fall  devastated  many  plantations  on  Tobago  and  reduced 
production  from  estates  in  northern  Trinidad. 
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South  America:    South  American  production  is  forecast  at  210,600  tons, 
flfc  8  percent  above  the  1963-64  outturn.    More  favorable 

^weather  in  Brazil  and  in  Venezuela  has  increased  output,  and  new  plantings 

coming  into  bearing  in  Colombia  and  Peru  will  result  in  higher  production 

this  season. 

Exports  of  cocoa  beans  and  cocoa  products  from  South  American  producers 
during  1963  were  valued  at  over  $80  million,  compared  with  $66  million  in 
the  previous  year. 

Brazil ' 's  crop  is  forecast  at  132,000  tons,  an  increase  of  10,000  tons  over 
the  1963-64  outturn.    The  October- April  Bahia  main- crop  is  forecast  at 
1.0  million  bags  (60,000  tons),  compared  with  last  season's  main- crop  out- 
turn of  905^000  bags  (54,300  tons).    Rainfall  this  year  has  been  more  favor- 
able than  in  the  past  several  years,  when  extended  periods  of  dry  weather 
reduced  output.    The  May- September  1965  Temporao  crop  is  forecast  at  1.1 
million  bags  (66,000  tons),  slightly  above  the  1964  harvest  of  1,025,000 
bags  (6l,500  tons).     Production  from  other  States  usually  amounts  to 
100,000  bags  (6,000  tons). 

Exports  of  cocoa  beans  and  cocoa  butter  during  January- June,  1964,  totaled 
19,924  tons  and  4,725  tons,  respectively,  and  were  slightly  smaller  than 
during  the  similar  1963  period.    However,  cocoa  cake  exports  of  3,^45  tons 
were  larger  because  of  increased  buying  by  the  United  States.    Demand  for 
Brazilian  cocoa  in  the  Western  European  market  still  remains  weak.  EEC 
countries  are  buying  more  cocoa  from  their  African  Associate  Territories, 
which  receive  preferential  treatment. 

A  larger  crop  is  expected  in  Colombia  this  season,  but  production  will  fall 
short  of  annual  consumption  of  26,000  tons.    Registered  imports  during 
1963- -nearly  all  from  Ecuador- -totaled  7,756  tons,  compared  with  9, 15° 
tons  in  the  previous  year.     Colombian  duties  levied  on  cocoa  bean  imports 
from  LAETA  (Latin  American  Free  Trade  Association)  countries  amount  to  10 
centavos  per  kilo  (0.4-5  U.S.  cents  per  pound),  compared  with  70  centavos 
per  kilo  (3*17  U.S.  cents  per  pound)  plus  a  30  percent  ad  valorem  tax  for 
non-LAETA  members.    Colombian  producers  are  receiving  prices  well  above 
the  world  market  level. 

More  recent  information  indicates  that  production  in  Ecuador  may  be  below 
that  of  last  season.    The  1963-64  crop  was  reduced  to  36,000  tons  because 
of  heavy  rainfall,  resulting  in  high  losses  from  "monilia"  pod-rot  which 
is  also  affecting  production  this  year.    The  government  recently  combined 
the  14  various  taxes  levied  on  cocoa  into  a  single  export  tax  equivalent 
to  9*2  percent  of  the  f.o.b.  value. 

Exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  the  first  6  months  of  1964  totaled  15,6lO 
tons,  down  13  percent  from  the  similar  1963  period.     Shipments  to  the 
United  States — Ecuador's  largest  customer- -were  off  sharply,  however, 
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exports  to  Colombia  were  nearly  triple  the  January- June  1963  amount.  Contra- 
band shipments  to  Colombia  have  been  decreasing  because  of  the  smaller 
differential  between  the  official  rate  of  exchange  and  the  free  market  rate 
and  because  of  stricter  border  enforcement. 

Production  continues  to  increase  in  Peru.    The  1964-65  crop  is  estimated 
at  4,300  tons,  more  than  double  the  1955-59  average. 

The  Venezuelan  crop  is  forecast  at  17,000  tons,  slightly  above  the  large 
1963-64  outturn.    Favorable  weather  has  been  responsible  for  the  increasing 
output.     Cocoa  bean  exports  during  1963  amounted  to  12,597  tons,  over 
half  going  to  the  United  States  and  most  of  the  balance  to  the  EiuC.  Ship- 
ments during  the  first  6  months  of  1964  totaled  8,482  tons,  compared  with 
8,275  tons  during  the  similar  1963  period. 

Africa:    African  production- -which  comprises  nearly  three-fourths  of  the 
world  crop — is  forecast  at  935,700  tons,  1.5  percent  above  the  record  1963- 
64  outturn. 

African  exports  of  cocoa  beans  and  cocoa  products  during  1963  amounted  to 
$409  million,  up  $16  million  over  the  previous  year.     Cocoa  product  exports 
are  currently  rather  small;  however,  with  the  completion  of  new  processing 
plants  in  Ghana,  cocoa  products  will  become  a  major  exchange  earner. 
Presently,  Ghana  and  the  Cameroons  are  the  only  African  producers  exporting 
significant  quantities  of  cocoa  products. 

Production  in  Cameroon  is  estimated  at  90,000  tons,  slightly  above  the 
large  1963-64  harvest.     Producer  prices  for  Grade  1  cocoa  have  been 
increased  to  85  francs  per  kilo  (15*6  U.S.  cents  per  pound)  from  75  francs 
per  kilo  (13*8  cents  per  pound)  last  season.    Increased  spraying  to  control 
pod- rot  is  helping  to  boost  production.    Exports  of  cocoa  beans  and  cocoa 
products  from  East  Cameroon  during  1963  amounted  to  71,250  tons  and  7,760 
tons,  respectively.    West  Cameroon  exports  during  1963  were  6,354  tons, 
compared  with  6,321  tons  in  the  previous  year. 

Ghana's  crop  is  expected  to  approximate  the  record  1963-64  harvest  of 

,000  tons.    Weather  conditions  for  the  main- crop  this  season  have  been 
favorable  and  pod- rot  infection  is  reported  to  be  less  pronounced  than 
in  previous  years.    The  1963-64  main- crop  totaled  423,000  tons  (417,000 
long  tons),  of  which  a  significant  portion  was  included  with  mid- crop 
purchases.     Producer  prices  remain  unchanged  from  last  season  at  12.6  U.S. 
cents  per  pound. 

The  Ghanaian  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  launched  a  renewed  drive  to  remove 
trees  infected  with  "swollen  shoot"  disease  and  has  acquired  funds  for 
hiring  8,000  workers  to  implement  the  program.    While  no  subsidy  will  be 
paid  for  the  removed  trees,  the  government  will  bear  the  full  cost  of 


cutting  and  will  provide  farmers  with  replacement  plants.    Imports  of 
insecticides  during  1963  were  increased  to  3,3  million  pounds  from  2.7 
million  pounds  in  1962. 

Of  the  three  cocoa  processing  factories  in  Ghana,  only  one  is  in  operation. 
This  plant ,  located  at  Takoradi,  began  operations  in  1949  and  its  ca- 
pacity was  doubled  in  1961.    The  two  new  plants,  one  in  Tenia  and  another 
in  Takoradi,  should  begin  operations  in  1965.    Trial  runs  have  been  made 
at  the  Takoradi  factory,  but  delay  in  machinery  installation  has  postponed 
the  opening  of  the  larger- capacity  Tema  plant.    The  recently  established 
Ghana  Cocoa  Products  Corporation  will  eventually  coordinate  the  production 
and  sales  of  the  tri-plant  output. 

Exports  of  cocoa  butter  and  paste  in  1963  were  9*839  tons  and  12,613  tons, 
respectively,  compared  with  11,767  tons  and  12,853  tons,  respectively, 
during  the  previous  year.    Most  of  Ghana's  cocoa  products  are  bought  by 
the  United  Kingdom.     Cocoa  bean  exports  during  1963  totaled  411,037  tons, 
down  4  percent  from  the  record  1962  shipments.    The  United  States  remained 
the  largest  customer,  taking  nearly  23  percent  of  the  1963  exports. 
Exports  to  the  Sino- Soviet  Bloc  have  increased  rather  sharply,  amounting 
to  71,878  tons,  compared  with  51,729  tons  in  1962. 

Ghana's  exports  of  cocoa  during  the  first  7  months  of  1964  totaled  280,549 
tons,  up  7  percent  over  the  similar  1963  period.    Larger  purchases  were 
made  by  the  EEC,  Japan,  and  the  United  States,  while  smaller  shipments 
were  made  to  the  USSR  and  Eastern  Europe.    Mainland  China's  buying  of 
5,080  tons  during  the  January- July  1964  period,  has  far  exceeded  total 
purchases  of  any  preceding  year.    Nearly  64  percent  of  Ghana's  foreign 
exchange  earnings  in  1963  were  derived  from  exports  of  cocoa  beans  and 
an  additional  3  percent  from  cocoa  product  exports. 

Production  in  the  Ivory  Coast  is  forecast  at  107,000  tons,  10  percent 
above  the  1963-64  outturn.     Prices  to  growers  for  the  1964-65  season  are 
to  remain  at  12.8  U.S.  cents  per  pound,  which  includes  the  cost  of 
internal  transportation,  handling,  storage,  and  insurance.    Cocoa  bean 
exports  in  1963  amounted  to  99*728  tons,  nearly  three-quarters  going  to 
the  EEC  and  most  of  the  remainder  to  the  United  States.    Exports  during 
January-May  1964  were  51,454  tons,  compared  with  48,828  tons  in  the 
similar  1963  period. 

Nigeria ' s  crop  is  expected  to  reach  the  record  1963-64  outturn  of  220,000 
tons.    Approximately  10,000  tons  of  mid-crop  cocoa  is  expected  to  be 
carried  over  into  the  1964-65  marketing  year  in  order  to  take  advantage 
of  the  1.25  U.S.  cents  per  pound  increase  in  producer  prices.     Prices  to 
growers  this  season  will  be  15  cents  per  pound  for  Grade  1  and  13*35  cents 
per  pound  for  Grade  2  cocoa. 

A  new  cocoa  processing  plant  is  being  planned  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$5.6  million.    Reportedly,  the  West  German  firm  that  recently  built  the 
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new  factory  at  Tema,  Ghana,  will  undertake  construction  of  Nigeria's  first 
processing  facility. 

Cocoa  bean  exports  during  1963  totaled  177,410  tons,  down  10  percent  from 
the  previous  year.     Shipments  to  the  United  States  fell  from  63,053  tons 
in  1962  to  only  37,491  tons,  however,  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom 
increased  by  6,487  tons  to  54,483  tons. 

Nigerian  exports  during  the  first  half  of  1964  amounted  to  126,497  tons, 
compared  with  117,331  tons  for  the  similar  period  in  1963*    Exports  to 
the  United  States  of  14,582  tons  continued  to  decline  and  were  considerably 
below  the  6  month  1963  shipments  of  29,412  tons.    EEC  buying  is  higher, 
54,220  tons,  compared  with  37,995  tons  while  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom 
of  39*875  remain  about  the  same  as  from  January- June  1963  period. 

Asia  and  Oceania:    Production  in  this  area  is  relatively  small;  however, 

expanding  output  in  New  Guinea,  and  to  a  lesser  extent 
in  Western  Samoa  and  the  Philippines,  has  more  than  doubled  the  1955-59 
average. 

Production  in  New  Guinea  (including  Papua)  is  expected  to  exceed  18,000 
tons  in  1964- 6lT     Preliminary  1963-64  data  now  indicated  that  the  crop 
outturned  near  the  17, 000- ton  level.    The  government  expects  production 
to  reach  30,000  tons  by  1966-67. 

Importing  Countries 

Imports  of  cocoa  beans  into  the  EEC  during  1963  totaled  352,  464  tons,  down 
2.4  percent  from  the  record  1962  level.    Associate  Territories  of  the 
Community- -mainly  the  Ivory  Coast,  Cameroon,  and  Togo- -have  been  supplying 
an  increasing  percentage  of  the  imports;  36  percent  of  the  total  in  1958, 
rising  to  over  4l  percent  during  1963*    Imports  into  the  EEC  during  the 
first  half  of  1964  are  well  ahead  of  the  similar  1963  period,  and  may 
well  exceed  the  record  1962  level. 

Cocoa  bean  imports  by  the  United  States  in  1963  were  286,088  tons,  down 
slightly  from  1962  imports  of  290,325  tons,  but  well  below  the  record 
1961  level  of  349,617  tons.    Imports  during  January- September  1964  of 
202,800  tons,  have  fallen  sharply  from  the  same  period  in  1963,  when 
shipments  amounted  to  231,129  tons.    Imports  from  Mexico,  Ecuador, 
Nigeria,  and  the  Ivory  Coast  are  significantly  smaller;  however,  buying 
from  Ghana — the  largest  U.  S.  supplier- -is  up  18  percent. 

Ihiring  1963,  the  United  States  imported  70  percent  of  its  cocoa  bean 
requirements  from  Alliance  members,  compared  with  77  percent  in  the 
previous  year.    The  Alliance  supplied  76  percent  of  U.  S.  imports  during 
the  January- September  1964  period. 
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U.  S.  grindings  of  cocoa  beans  during  the  first  9  months  of  196k  totaled 
193,278  tons,  down  1,315  tons  from  the  similar  1963  period.    Total  U.  S. 
grind  in  1963  was  26k, 6jk  tons,  representing  23  percent  of  the  world 
total . 


COCOA  PRODUCERS  AGREEMENT 


The  first  attempt  to  regulate  the  cocoa  market  on  a  worldwide  basis 
through  the  imposition  of  export  quotas  and  by  controlling  sales  is 
being  put  to  the  test  this  season  by  a  Producer's  International  Cocoa 
Agreement.    This  Pact  was  signed  by  the  member  countries  in  the  Second 
Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Cocoa  Producers'  Alliance  held  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro  from  September  Ik  through  the  19.    The  Alliance  is  composed  of 
Ghana,  Nigeria,  the  Ivory  Coast,  Cameroon,  Togo,  and  Brazil,  which 
together  produce  about  four- fifths  of  the  world's  cocoa  crop. 

The  objectives  of  the  Agreement  are;  to  make  adjustments  between  production 
and  consumption  where  normal  market  forces  have  failed;  to  prevent  ex- 
cessive price  fluctuations;  to  protect  foreign  exchange  earnings  of  member 
countries;  to  assure  adequate  cocoa  supplies  at  remunerative  prices  for 
growers;  to  prevent  accumulation  of  stocks  by  consumers  which  would  be 
detrimental  to  producer  interests;  and  to  facilitate  the  expansion  of 
cocoa  consumption  and  to  regulate  its  production  accordingly. 

The  Agreement  is  to  be  administered  by  a  Board,  composed  of  one  repre- 
sentative from  each  member  of  the  Alliance.    The  Board  shall  meet  at 
least  twice  a  year  and  may  hold  special  sessions  when  the  occasion 
arises.    The  Board  may  consult  with  the  United  Nations  and  its  Special- 
ized Agencies  and  with  other  appropriate  intergovernmental  organizations, 
and  in  addition  may  maintain  contacts  with  international  organizations  of 
cocoa  producers,  traders,  and  manufacturers. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  cocoa  year  (October- September)  the  Board  shall 
determine  an  indicator  price  which  shall  not  be  fixed  below  the  average 
price  of  the  12  months  preceding  each  season  for  which  data  is  available. 
However,  under  exceptional  circumstances,  the  Board  could  adopt  other  \ 
criteria  for  setting  the  indicator  price.    The  price  is  to  be  calculated 
from  the  average  taken  daily  and  converted  to  pounds  sterling  per  long 
ton  at  the  official  currency  rate  of  the  quotations  for  cocoa  beans  of 
the  nearest  three  active  futures  trading  months  on  the  New  York  Cocoa 
Exchange  at  noon  and  the  London  Terminal  Market  at  closing  time  or 
whichever  of  the  two  quotations  is  available.    The  transition  to  the 
next  three  months  takes  effect  on  the  15th  of  the  month  which  immediately 
precedes  the  nearest  active  maturing  month.    The  indicator  price  for  the 
1964-65  cocoa  year  has  been  set  at  190  English  shillings  per  cwt.  (23.75 
U.S.  cents  per  pound. 
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If  international  cocoa  quotations  drop  below  the  indicator  price  during 
10  consecutive  days,  the  Board's  Executive  Secretary  shall  advise  member 
countries  to  withdraw  from  the  market.    If  prices  rise  and  remain  at  the 
indicator  level  or  above  during  five  days  after  withdrawal,  the  Secretary 
shall  communicate  to  members  that  they  could  resume  sales  if  they  so 
desired.    If  prices  remain  below  the  indicator  level  during  ten  consecutive 
days  after  withdrawal  of  sales,  the  Secretary  shall  call  for  a  meeting 
of  the  Board  within  fifteen  days  from  the  withdrawal  date  to  adopt 
necessary  measures.    Each  member  is  alloted  a  basic  quota  subject  to  annual 
revision.    The  quotas  shall  be  equal  to  the  highest  yearly  production 
during  the  six  years  preceding  each  season. 

The  first  10,000  tons  exported  is  exempt  from  quota  restrictions.  Any 
members  whose  quota  is  equal  to  or  less  than  10,000  tons  are  not  subject 
to  any  limitations,  provided  that  exports  do  not  exceed  10,000  tons 
during  a  year  when  quotas  are  in  force.    The  annual  quota  for  every  member 
having  a  basic  quota  above  10,000  tons  is  10,000  tons,  plus  a  percentage 
of  the  difference  between  the  basic  quota  and  10,000  tons,  the  percentage 
being  the  same  for  all  members. 

The  export  quotas  will  include"  cocoa  products,  which  shall  be  expressed  in 
terms  of  a  bean  equivalent  basis.    Whenever  shipments  are  made  to  other 
countries  for  storage  because  of  climatic  or  other  technical  reasons,  the 
member  shall  notify  the  Board  at  the  time  of  shipment  of  the  quantity, 
whether  or  not  quotas  are  in  force.    Such  shipments  shall  not  count  against 
a  member's  export  quota  and  warehouse  receipts  or  other  proof  of  ownership 
shall  be  deposit ied  with  the  Board  until  such  time  as  these  stocks- -in 
whole  or  in  part- -are  sold  and  therefore  counted  against  the  member's 
quota.    Exports  for  humanitarian  or  noncommerical  purposes  will  not  count 
against  quotas  upon  the  Board's  approval. 

If  a  member  exceeds  its  export  quota,  the  Board  shall  reduce  the  member's 
quota  in  a  subsequent  year  by  the  amount  of  the  excess.    If  the  quota 
is  exceeded  on  two  or  more  occasions  the  Board  may  deduct  up  to  twice 
the  excess  from  the  export  quota  for  a  subsequent  period. 

Within  the  annual  export  quota,  quarterly  quotas  have  been  set  up  to 
distribute  exports  more  equally  throughout  the  year.    During  the  first 
quarter  (October- December),  no  member  may  sell  more  than  50  percent  of 
its  annual  quota  and  exports  are  limited  to  30  percent  of  the  quota. 
Exports  are  limited  to  60  percent  of  the  annual  total  for  the  period 
October  through  March,  and  90  percent  from  October  through  June. 

The  Agreement  will  remain  in  force  for  three  full  years  and  may  be 
renewed  for  an  additional  period  upon  the  Board's  decision.    The  Agreement 
may  be  terminated  at  any  time  by  a  two- thirds  majority  and  at  a  date 
specified  by  the  Board.     Information  as  to  production,  exports,  and  sales 
will  be  released  to  the  public  only  by  the  Secretariat  and  at  his 
discretion.

In  a  special  early  November  meeting  in  Lagos,  Nigeria,  the  Board  has 
revised  the  sales  and  export  quotas  for  the  1964-65  cocoa  year.  Export 
quotas  have  now  been  set  at  80  percent  of  basic  quotas  and  export  quotas 
for  the  first  quarter  (October- December)  have  been  reduced  from  30  to 
25  percent.    In  addition,  sales  have  been  limited  to  40  percent  (instead 
of  50  percent)  of  the  annual  export  quota  up  to  December  31.  Export 
quotas  for  the  remaining  quarters  will  be  decided  upon  at  future  meetings 
of  the  Board. 

The  Alliance  membership  had  been  open  to  all  cocoa- producing  countries, 
but  the  problems  involved  in  being  able  to  discipline  numerous  small 
producers  might  have  outweighed  the  influence  they  could  have  exerted 
on  the  world  market.
